I have  the  honour  to  submit  ray  report  on  the  Public  health 
for  the  /ear  19  65.  f hi .3  report,  as  in  former  /ears,  incorporates  that  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.  In  addition  to  the  normal  duties  of  Ills  office,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  j.s  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse,  cleansing  of  the  sea-front,  cleansing  and  maintenance 
of  public  conveniences,  maintenance  of  council  houses  and  administration  of 
the  Petroleum  Acts  and  regulations j and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act , 1963 . 

W.L.O.  Proud,  h.R.S.H. , k.A.P.H.I.  held  the  post  of  Pub  la.  c 
Health  Inspector  until  15th  Juno, 19^5,  and  was  succeeded  on  August  1st  by 
n • P nr lb  in , - • A • , m.

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  :ai&~y-jar  population  of  the 
District  was  4>060  which  was  an  increase  of  120  on  1964.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  increased  from  1,541  in  1964  to  1,5-60  In  the  year  under 

review. 

'The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  9-5  compared 
with  a rate  of  10.39  for  the  Administrative  Count/  of  Norfolk  and  11.5  for 
Ungland  and  Wales.  In  1964  the  corrected  death  rate  for  Hunstanton  was  15.5* 
Two  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  in  1965  compared  with  none  in  1364  and 
two  in  1963.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to  childbirth  in  19 65. 

The  popularity  of  the  District  as  a holiday  resort  continued 
to  grow.  A survey  made  in  the  first  week  of  August  showed  a total  of  1,253 
caravans  and  110  tents  in  occupation:  an  increase  of  137  caravans  but  a 
decrease  of  4k  tents  compared  with  the  survey  made  on  August  Bank  holiday  I-/64. 

I should  like  to  ex-press  my  thanks  to  the  Committee  for  their 
support  and  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Local  Health 
Office  for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  in  the  District 
during  19 65  was  6l,  compared  with  71  in  19 64. 

Heart  disease,  with  20  deaths,  caused  32.  op  of  all  deaths. 
Coronary  disease,  with  15  deaths,  gave  a figure  of  24.6^0  of  all  deaths, 
while  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  s/sten,  with  16  deaths,  was 
responsible  for  2o.2%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are 
combined,  a figure  of  30  deaths  is  given,  causing  62.

The  acceptance  rate  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  the  District  was 
80%  (75.5%  in  1964)  and  the  Tuberculin  Index  was  6.8%.  The  Tuberculin 
Index  does  not  necessarily  indicate  tuberculous  , disease,  as  the  resis- 
tance of  the  majority  of  pupils  is  sufficient  to  overcome  the  invading 
germs  but  it  does,  however,  indicate  the  degree  of  opportunity  for 
infection  and  is  thus  a useful  index  ^f  infectious  oases  in  a.  community.

None  of  these  diseases  occurred  in  the  District  in  the  /ear 
under  review. 

Immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  given  b y the  County 
Council  and  is  usually  commenced  in  infancy  when  the  child  is  about  three 
months  old.  It  is  mainly  given  as  ’Triple  Antigen'  thus  reducing  the  number 
of  injections  a child  needs.  The  antigens  given,  combined  in  a.  single 
vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if 
given  separately.

WATER  SUPPL 1 

Hater  drawn  from  shallow  springs  at  Old  Hunstanton  near  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  Urban  District  is  chlorinated  and  pumpe.d  to 
a water  tower  where  it  provides  a mains  supply  throughout  the  district. 
The  whole  installation,  which  is  provided  by  the  Council  comes  under  the 
supervision  of  J.H.'T.  Rowland,  M.I.  iiun.E.,  A.M.I.H.S.,  A.H. I.P.H.S., 
the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  has  supplied  the  following  data. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  was  104,404,000 
gallons  compared  with  101,575,000  and  99,200,000  gallons  in  1964  and 
1963  respectively.  The  monthly  demand  varied  from  12,271,000  gallons  in 
August  to  7,531,000  gallons  in  December.  The  peak  daily  demand  was 
474,000  gallons  on  13th  August  which  may  be  compared  with  457,000  gallons 
on  4bh  August, 1964. 

The  average  daily  demand  during  the  peak  period  of  8th  to 
14th  August,  1965,  was  471,143  gallons  compared  with  431,857  gallons  in 
1964. 


During  the  peak  holiday  period  demand  in  the  South  Beach  area  at 
certain  hours  of  the  day  caused  a lowering  of  the  water  pressure. 

Six  inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  concerning 
\>rater  supply  to  premises.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  construction  of  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  in  the  South  Beach  area.

Nine  premises  which,  because  of  levels  or  distance  cannot  he 
connected  to  a public  sewer,  are  drained  to  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  but 
all  the  remaining  properties  within  the  district  are  drained  to  public 
sewers. 


During  the  year  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  serving  nine  premises 
were  emptied  by  a contractor  hired  by  the  Council. 


Twenty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  drains, and  in  four  cases 
written  notices  and  in  seven  cases  verbal  notices  were  issued,  to  secure 
the  necessary  repairs  or  clearance. 

REPU3S  COLLECTION  AKj  DISPOSAL 

Throughout  the  year  refuse  was  collected  from  dwelling  houses 
once  weekly, whilst  business  premises  received  one  or  two  collections  in 
spring  and  winter  and  as  frequently  as  three  or  four  times  per  week  during 
the  summer  holiday  season,  depending  on  the  volume  and  nature  of  the  refuse. 
Caravan  sites  received  a weekly  collection  during  thoir  period  of 
occupation,  though  an  additional  collection  each  week  was  made  at  the  two 
larger  sites  during  the  month  of  August.  A charge  was  made  for  these 
latter  collections. 

An  18  cubic  yard  dual-tip  refuse  vehicle  with  a crew  of  four  men 
was  engaged  whole-time  until  October  when  it  was  laid  up  and  replaced  by  a 
new  similar  vehicle  of  25  cubic  yards  capacity.  During  the  summer  season 
a side-loader  refuse  vehicle  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity  hauling  a light 
trailer  and  operated  by  a two-man  crew  was  employed  full  time,  its  chief 
duties  being  the  collection  of  litter  from  the  sea  front  and  car  parks  and 
refuse  from  hotels  and  food  premises.  Nor  the  remainder  of  the  year  this 
vehicle  was  used  only7-  part-time. 

The  volume  of  refuse  continued  to  increase  and  it  was  necessary 
for  the  crews  of  both  vehicles  to  work  overtime  during  July  and  August. 

The  poor  weather  experienced  during  the  year  resulted  in  some 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  litter  collected  from  the  sea  front  and  conse- 
quently, unlike  the  previous  year,  it  was  not  necessary  to  employ  an 
additional  vehicle  in  the  peak  of  the  season.  However,  because  of  the 
weather,  holiday  makers  in  caravans  and  furnished  holiday  accommodation 
apparently  spent  more  time  indoors  with  a consequent  increase  in  their  house- 
hold refuse.  The  bad  weather  also  rendered  movement  of  the  refuse  vehicles 
within  the  camp  sites  difficult  since  the  dustbins  were  sited  beside  the 
individual  caravans. 
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REFUSE  COLLS  CTION  A ND  DI3P0  SAL

Refuse  is  tipped  in  a disused  chalk  pit  at  Thornliam  in  the 
Decking  Rural  District.  The  tip  is  unmanned  and  unlocked,  and  indiscrimi- 
nate tipping  by  unauthorised  persons  necessitated,  the  levelling  of  the 
made  up  portion  on  several  occasions. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  visits  were  mace  in  connection  with 

this  service. 

NUISANCES 


Seventy-five  inspections  were  undertaken  regarding  alleged 
nuisances  and  their  abatement.  Lost  cases  concerned  accumulations  of  junk 
or  dirty  conditions.  In  one  case  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  abating  a nuisance  of  fly-ash  from  the  chimney  of  a vegetable  prepara- 
tion factory  .and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a statutory  notice  on  the 
occupier  to  provide  a suitable  dust  arrester. 

HOUSING 

(a)  General 


One  hundred  and  seven  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and 
defects  in  sixteen  houses  were  remedied  as  a result  of  informal  action. 
No  case  of  statutory  overcrowing  was  discovered. 


One  unfit  house  which  had  become  vacant  was  demolished  as  a 
result  of  redevelopment  of  the  site. 

(b)  Improvement  Grants 

Forty-six  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection  with 
works  of  improvement  under  grants.

The  bungalows  at  (c)  and  (d)  and  twenty-four  of  the  flats 
at  (e)  are  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  aged  persons. 

The  Council  also  owns  four  other  houses  which  are  used  for 
housing  employees. 

Repair  and  maintenance  were  undertaken  by  direct  labour  and, 
due  to  increased  costs  of  materials  and  labour  as  well  as  the  need  to 
replace  more  major  fittings  as  the  properties  become  older,  the  overall 
cost  was  higher  than  in  previous  years.  Twenty-nine  houses  and  eight 
flats  were  repainted  externally  by  Contractors, and  fourteen  houses  were 
repainted  by  direct  labour. 

CARA7ANS.  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  OAmPING  GROUNDS 

There  are  five  privately-owned  and  two  Council-owned 
caravan  sites  licenced  in  the  district.  The  sites  are  situated  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district  and  their  occupation  is  permitted  only  during 
tho  holiday  season.. 


Inspections  of  the  licenced  sites  were  made  from  time  to  time 
to  ensure  observation  of  the  licence  conditions,  and  further  inspections 
were  undertaken  to  ensure  that  no  caravans  wero  stationed  on  unlicenced 
sites.  A few  cases  of  the  latter  were  discovered  and  verbal  warnings  were 
sufficient  to  effect  their  removal.  The  licenced  sites  were  generally 
found  to  be  satisfactory,  although  on  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  issue 
notices,  usually  because  of  uncleanliness  of  the  toilet  blocks. 


A survey  made  in  the  first  week  of  August  showed  that  there 
were  a total  of  1,253  caravans  and  110  tents  in  occupation.  The  former 
figure  was  an  increase  on  previous  years,  though  the  number  of  tents  was 
less  than  that  recorded  in  1964. 

A total  of  ninety-five  visits  were  made  regarding  caravans 
and  moveable  dwellings. 

FOOD  rREkUSBS.  FOOD.  iiEAT  AND  ilILK 

(a)  Food  Premises 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  inspections  of  food  premises,  ten 
inspections  of  food  stalls  or  vehicles  and  forty-five  inspections  of 
registered  ice  cream  retailers  were  undertaken.  Eleven  written  notices 
and  two  verbal  notices  were  issued  to  effect  compliance  with  the 
relevant  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  None  of  the  breaches  of  the  Act  or  Regulations  were  suffi- 
ciently serious  to  warrant  formal  action.

( c ) Meat  Inspection 

There  are  no  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district, 
but  examination  of  meat  and  offal  was  made  from  time  to  time  whilst 
carrying  out  routine  inspections  of  butcher's  shops. 

The  following  were  found  to  be  unfit  :

One  carcase  of  pork  weighing  92  lbs  - multiple  abscesses. 

(d)  Manufacture  of  Sausages  and  Preserved  Foods 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act, 1955,  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  and  other  meat  products, 
is  five  and  all  form  part  of  butcher's  shops.  All  were  inspected. 

(e)  Ice  Cream 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act, 1955,  for  the  sale  or  manufacture  of  ice  cream  is  thirty-four.  In 
addition,  ice  cream  is  sold  in  a number  of  hotels  and  restaurants  and  where 
it  is  served  as  part  of  a meal,  registration  is  not  required.

(g)  llilic  and  Dairies 


There  are  no  milk  treatment  or  bottling  plants,  and  all  milk 
sold  within  the  district  was  brought  in  treated  and  bottled. 

Three  premises  are  registered  as  dairies  and  nine  persons 
registered  as  milk  distributors  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 1955,  and 
Piilk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959. 


HO  LENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  operates  a free  treatment  service  for  the 
eradication  of  rats  and  nice,  and  one  employee  of  the  Council  is  engaged 
part-time  as  a Rodent  Operator. 

The  public  sewers  were  treated  in  the  autumn  and  the  results 
showed  no  significant  change  in  the  degree  of  infestation  from  the 
previous  year.  In  addition  treatment  was  given  to  the  refuse  tip  at 
Thornhan.  During  the  year  seventy-seven  notifications  of  infestation  ware 
received  and  a further  seven  cases  were  discovered  in  the  course  of 
inspections  of  premises.  No  statutory  notices  were  served  but  one 
written  informal  notice  and  six  verbal  notices  were  issued,  and  in  each 
case  the  requirements  were  fulfilled.  The  total  number  of  inspections 
and  re -inspections  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Rodent 
Operator  was  four  hundred  and  sixty-four.
